Steblios admitted shat he made the answers,

He was also charged with maying publicly
that he would support slavery, which they
could not and did not prove. Election came
on, and he feeling it his duty, voted for Mr.
Buchanan. Consequently as by the chief
priests aud elders the Saviour was brought be-
fore Pilate’s bar, so by the chief priests and
Edwin, was he brought before the judgment
' seat of Sparta and Free Will Baptist Church.
